Upon receipt of 2,500 fingerprints which have been ordered 
from the State Defense Council, all county defense council work- 
ers will be fingerprinted for identification. 

Purchase of additional films for the use of those committees 
which are training volunteer defense workers has been author- 
ized by San Bernardino County Defense Council. These films 
will be available for training purposes to both city and county 
defense organizations, with a projector which will be provided 
by the State Forestry department. 

It is asked by the San Bernardino County Defense Council 
that alJ agencies, manufacturing establishments, area chairmen 
and the general public refuse to answer any requests for defense 
information of any kind, as well as refuse to fill out any ques- 
tionnaires of any description unless the person submitting the 
questionnaire has proper identification from the Defense Council. 

There is some concern that information given might be im- 
properly used, and the Defense Council believes it is to the best 
interest of the general public that certain information be with- 
held from certain individuals-unless they have been properly 
identified and approved by the Defense Council. 

This ruling was made by the Defense Council in view of the 
many eases of duplication which have become apparent among 
certain governmental agencies, and it is sought to prevent this 
duplication and repeated annoyance to business and citizens. 
Residents of the county should demand to see identification 
authorized by the Defense Council before filling out additional 
questionnaires for anyone.
